N  more  than  one  occasion  wonderful  stories  have  come  from  the  West  telling  of  the  remarkable  growth 
enjoyed  by  many  cities  and  towns-  Among  the  cities  whose  growth  has  been  so  phenomenal  there  is 
no  greater  example  than  that  of  the  City  of  Edmonton.

The  same  shrewd  business  forethought  which  played  so  important  a  part  in  her  location  has  spread  among  the 
owners  of  homes,  among  such  institutions  as  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  School  Board,  etc.,  and  among  the  Civic  Officials, 
with  the  result  that  every  man,  woman  and  child  is  willing  to  back  this  city  to  the  last  cent  of  their  resources. 

100,000  population  is  the  mark  the  people  of  Edmonton  are  aiming  for  in  ten  years,  and  from  the  success  so  far 
and  the  enthusiasm  displayed,  one  is  inclined  to  think  that  they  will  reach  the  desired  mark.

Being  the  city  of  the  Provincial  Government,  Edmonton  is  the  residential  home  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
and  also  of  many  of  the  Cabinet  Ministers,  with  the  result  that  Edmonton  enjoys  a  prominent  place  in  the  social  life  of 
the  Province.
